Wheat for” Hogs 


A too exclusively oats ration is one 
of the reasons assigned by Major 8. G. 
Freeborn, of the Dominion Live Stock 
Branch, as well as by other observers, 
why Peace River hogs do not grade 
higher than they do on the Edmonton 
market. Some wheat or ‘barley n 
the ration would overcome the diffi- 
culty but “wheat,” remarks the Major, 
“seems to be regarded as something 
too nice to feed to a pig and barley 
does.not enter the picture at all for 
quite considerable farming areas. 

“A criticism of some well bred and 
potentially good-type Peace River 
hogs that come to Edmonton market 
fed on oats is that they have lived 
too long when found at top weights, 
are coarse-framed, lack finish and are 


frequently soft and flabby, as well 
as carrying very spready bellies at 
times.” 


Surely with the amount of frosted 
wheat in the North this year the dif- 
ficulty should be temporarily over- 
come. When more of the low-grade 
wheat is used to put a hard finish on 
hogs and less of it goes through the 
elevators it will be better all round. 
It would probably be wiser to use a 
small proportion of No. 1 wheat for 
this purpose than to grow and finish 
hogs on oats alone. And a little 
wheat or barley or hulless oats is 
good in the growing ration for young 
pigs.

Stability in Live-stock Production 

Predicting markets is a risky busi- 
ness, in which one should seldom in- 
dulge, but going upon -.eneral prindi- 
ples we thus answered an enquirer 
last spring, (March 23 to be exact): 


“While agreeing about the disap- 
pointing nature of the animal prices 
we doubt the wisdom of going out of 
stock at this date. Lately the hog 
market has picked up and indeed it 
is very likely to do so after such a 
disastrous slump in_ prices. We do 
not pose as prophets nor advise any- 
one to rush into hogs at this or any 
other time but if one has a good brood 
sow or two it should be better to keep 
her and breed her for a litter next 
spring than it was to breed for a 1933 
litter.” 

We bred our sows for fall litters 
this time. With a widely frosted 
wheat crop and with carlot bacons on 
the Edmonton market quoted at $6.25 
as this is now written, the above ad- 
vice has been prett? well vindicated. 
True, the cattle market is bad enough 
but autumn never was the right time 
to market our cattle and it remains to 
be seen what will be the spring price 
for finished stock. The rule still 
holds: Steer a steady course, dipping 
in a little when the crowd quits and 
easing out a bit when the crowd 
rushes in. The crowd is usually 
wrong because, moving en masse, it 
rocks the market boat. We need 
stability in Hve-stock production.

each foot of elevation from the ground 
surface. It is probable, too, that the 
effect of a given degree of frost is 
affected by the character of the wea- 
ther before and after the frost, by the 
duration of the frost, by the stage of 
maturity and by other factors. When 
growing oats have been subjected to 
a temperature that seriously hurts 
potato tops it is wise to make @ ger- 
mination teat before relying upon the 
crop for seed. It will be well to be 
alert this year to ascertain the value 
of all oats for seed purposes and save 
those that are good since there would 
neem likelihood of an extensive need 
for seed oats next spring. A stook or 
bin sample may be sent to the Domi- 
nion Seed Laboratory, Calgary, Alta.

a great deal of wheat as a cash crop 
but it will be most safely raised, for 
the most part, by those who fit it into 
a judicious system of mixed farming 
with grain in many instances as the 
leading line. Cases differ admittedly 
but of the two extremes a district 
which left wheat shipping out of its 
calculations entirely would probably 
in the long run be on safer ground 
than one which depends on wheat 
alone.

Caterpillar Destroying Poplars

One method of destroying it is to 
get a piece of flexible wire and push 


destroy the caterpillar mechanically. 

Another way is to obtain some pot- 
assium cyanide and to place a small 
piece, not much larger than a pea in 
size, in the holes and then to plug 
them with damp clay. If using this 
material bear in mind that it is an ex- 
tremely dangerous poison and is even 
more so if it gets into a scratch on the 
skin than if it were swallowed. Uni- 
versity of Alberta, Edmonton.

NATURE’S POTASSIC FERTILIZER 


The ashes of wood have long been 
recognized as a fertilizer of very con- 
siderable value, indeed their use in 
agriculture is historic, says the Domi- 
nion Chemist. In all countries prac- 
tising agriculture, including Canada, 
they have been highly prized, espe- 
cially for clover, grapes, and fruit 
trees and leafy crops generally on 
sandy and light loams, It was through 
the advent of high grade potash salts 
that their use fell off, though, of 
course, the production of ashes in de- 
creasing quantities, of late years, ow- 
ing to the disappearance of our for- 
ests, has been an important factor in 
making it more and more difficult for 
the farmer in older settled districts to 
obtain them, 

They are essentially a potassic fer- 
tilizer. Ashes of good quality, that is, 
dry, unmixed with sand and unleach- 
ed, contain between 4 per cent and 
6% per cent potash, the average pot- 
ash content being about 5% per cent. 
This potash is in a soluble form and 
hence immediately available for crop 
use. Moreover, the potash exists in 
these ashes in a condition (the carbo- 
nate) much more favorable for the 
nutrition of plants than in more com- 
monly used compounds and should be

In addition to their potash, wood 
ashes contain some 2 per cent phos- 
phorie acid and from 20 to 30 per cent 
carbonate of lime. This enhances 
their fertilizer value and makes them 
in a sense an all-round fertilizer for 
supplying the mineral elements requir- 
ed by crops. Further, wood ashes 
correct acidity, a condition detrimen- 
tal to the thrift of most farm crops. 
Muriate and sulphate of potash are of 
no value for neutralizing acidity.

Has Been Producing Pure Vaseline 
For Ten Years 
A freak of! well which came in ten 
years ago as a producer of almost 
pure vaseline ia still pumping the 
heavy golden substance and paying 
its owner at Lamar, Oklahoma, hand-

Perhaps the only well of its kind 
in the world, the well is a marvel to 
veteran of] men, both as to the ofl it 
produces and its life. Men who have 
followed the oll industry in many 
climes said they never have seen or 
heard of a similar well, 

The well was drilled in at 8,710 
feet on Jan. 26, 1928, for production 
estimated at 350 barrels a day. The 
“vaseline well” still produces around 
this amount and still is the only well 
in the area, Other drilling attempts 
have produced dry holes, 

The strange kind of oil flowed over 
the derrick 200 feet when the well 
was drilled in. Dark green in color, 
the oil turned a brilliant golden yellow 
when it struck the outside air, Araly- 
sis showed it to be almost pure vase- 
line. It was so heavy that it hung 
from fences near the well like gum, 

Because of its thickness ordinary 
pipe lines would not carry it. A spe- 
cial line, with a steam pipe to heat 
the almost solid lubricant, was used,

H. G. Wells has had a “dream” of 
what is going to happen in the next 
couple of centuries, 

In this he saw a terrible war and 
the destruction of the present econo- 
mic system, to be followed by a new 
order of things in which there will be 
no rent, interest or profit, and a full 


and happy existence will be possible 
for everyone. 
Wells recorded this in his new 


book, “The Shape of Things To Come,”

He traces the history of the world 
from 1913 to 2116 and paints a pieture
